The tourist arrives in a new town or city, or in a strange land, and 


j immediately wants to know about what is m ost worth while to see, not 
realizing that everything is important and interesting in any new place. 
The independent seeing eye is the best guide to things most worth while, 
for then one is stim ulated to search, m aking every discovery a thrill. 
The eye is the best guide-book, for it writes upon, the pages of m em ­ 
ory its own original impressions 
In one of the books of Lafcadio Hearn 
is a description of a journey from Jacksonville, Florida, to St. Augustine. 
I have driven over the same route time and again, and yet after reading 
Hearn I marvelled at the things that I had missed. 
He had a seeing eye. 
Apparently nothing ever escaped those eyes. To read him is to see with 
him. Yet he had but one seeing eye—and that was defective! 
The mind can be made a wonderful library of knowledge merely from 
what the eyes are able to pick up, here and there, and place upon the 
shelves of memory. 
Any observant traveler is of more interest than a 
text-trained guide. 
The able and hum an Ed Howe once write a book upon his visit to the 
West Indies. 
It is absorbing because he wrote of the unusual sights, of­ 
ten neglected by travelers. 
His eyes sought out the sim ple and signifi­ 
cant. 
A m an’s eyes are his best teachers, and often his wisest counselers.
